a "new iook” in rural education. 

The equalization grant, based 
on assessment per classroom, is 
one device responsive to the 
need of school divisions and 
districts. If local resources, as 
measured by assessment, are 
high, then the equalization grant 
is relatively high. For example, 
the assessment _ of Camrose 
School Division is approximate¬ 
ly $97,4$8 per classroom, while 
in the Lac Biche School Divi¬ 
sion it is only $26,787. Equali¬ 
zation grants compensate for 
this disparity.
